REPETITION OF
HEPPNER FLOOD

Water Wall Twenty-five
Feet High, and Resi-
dents Fly to
Hills.

An Associated press dispatch of
yesterday from Arlington says:

The residents of Heppper and
Mitebell  experienced a thrilliog
repetition of the great catastrophe
of Inst June, Ilast evening, and
while the damage is very slight at
the furmer pluce, Mitchell residents
were compelled to flee to the hills
for safety. A wall of water twenty-
five feet high came down Bridge and
Mill ereeks, which unite about three
hundred yards sbove town. The
flood claimed two victims, Martin
Smith, a man nearly 100 yeurs old,
and Mrs. Bethuve, an sged woman
living there. It also carried away
twenty-five honses in the mad rush
on. Everyhing below Looney's
store was curried away. Two large
livery stables with twenty horses
were lost. Ouakes Mercuntile com-
pany's store, Waterman's store and
the flour mill escaped being wrecked,
but the first mentioned Jlost ten tons
of barbed wire. There was little
rain at Mitchell but the thunder
and lightning gave the inbabitants
warning that a flood or clondburst
might be expected, so they prepared
for it, Over balf of the population
fled to the high hille bordering the
valley and the others prepared for
the water when It suddenly rushed
upon them. Two aged people who
met their death by drowning refused
to accompany the others to the
hills, feeling the alarm unnecessary.

The excitement at Heppner was
even greater than at Mitchell, for
the people have bherdly recovered
from the neivous strain of last year.
The flood damage at this point was
contived to the washing away of
bridges and the weakening of tbhe
O. R. & N. biidges st Lexington.
The creek rose suddenly snd with a
rush overflowed its bauks, but
there was no great volume of water
s at Mitchell, No reports bave con:e
in from the farming sections, #o it
is impossible to state what damage
bas been done to crops, herds and
tanch property,
